NEW YOBK, Dec. 3L—The Times to- 


day publishes the following Havana 
dispatch dated December l!8: 


•The excitement in thit, city is al- 


most beyond description. For the first 
time the blind supporters of Spanish 
rule in the island realized that it is 
seriously threatened by the revolu- 
tion. The shock has been the more 
severe as it was expected by those who 
have faith in the military abilities of 
Martinez Campos that the moment had 
arrived when fhe Cuban forces, if not 
entirely crushed, should meet with 
such a sudden check as to demoralize, 
scatter and send them back flying to 
Camaguey. 
Instead of that antici- 


pated result of Ocn, Martinez Campos' 
plans, it is he and his whole army who 
are flying before the victorious enemy, 
whose progress seems to tincl no oppo- 
sition and no obstacle. 
"It is impossible to ascertain how 


many times and to what extent the 
Spaniards have been defeated. The 
government has so far succeeded in 
suppressing the news, which nm^t 
have readied Havana. It is ;;ai<! 
that the mail from the immediate 
vicinity 
of 
the 
field 
of 
opera- 


tion has been withheld and if au.y let- 
ters have been received by private 
courier, those receiving Ihe.m are care- 
ful not to make the contents public, in 
order to avoid suspicion respecting1 
their connection with the rebels. One 
thing, howCTer, is plain, unil th;it is. 
that Martinez Campos' plans have been 
shattered, and that he lias been com- 
pelled to beat a hasty retreat before 
theadvancing enemy. 


Mutterings from Spaniards who are 


supposed to be well informed in regard 
to what is occurring indicate that the 
situation is a critical one for the Span- 
ish government, while the reserve^ and 
moderation shown by some of the most 
outspoken and rabid peninsulars ap- 
pear to be a confirmation of that fact. 
In the cafes and other public places 
the serious and grave mien of the 
.Spaniards is a noticeable feature. 
Their long faces and their whisperings 
show that all is not well with them. 


"They will not, however, even ac- 


knowledge a fact that is plain to every- 
body. 
"Martinez Campos'winter campaign, 


from which he hoped so much, has ut- 
terly failed. Even if things with him 
and his army have not gone so bad as 
seems to be the case, there ifc no doubt 
now that this year there will be 
no sugar crop, and this means no reve- 
nue for the Spanish treasury, which is 
really some seven million dollars be- 
hind 
its 
obligations. 
Moreover, 


should 
Gomez. 
having 
accom- 


plished 
his 
.purpose, 
withdraw 


from the territory which he now occu- 
pies, before 
Martinez Campos can 


again place his troops in position to 
commence active operations the rainy 
season will have set in, and he will 
find himself at the end of the dry sea- 
son in a worse condition thun at the 
beginning of it, and having- to face an 
enemy greater in number, better sup- 
plied with arms and ammunition and 
encouraged by success. 


"As an indication of the extent to 


which the Spanish commanders have 
lost their heads, their precipitate dili- 
gence in fortifying the approaches to 
tavana should be pointed out. No 
one not overcon*: by excitement could 
uppose that Gomez, at the present 
moment, would ever dream of attack- 
ng the city. There might have been 
a possibility, although remote, of his 
making an attempt against Matanzas, 
not for the purpose of holding the city, 
for this he is no doubt aware to be be- 
yond his power, but to secure such 
irms and ammunition as might have 
>een found there. 


"Some of the newspapers here seem 


to find consolation in the fact that 
cane fields having been destroyed, the 
Spanish army will be able to operate 
with more freedom, while the rebels 
will not find where to hide themselves. 
They forget, or feign to forget, that 
the Cubans have been advancing over 
the burned fields, and, therefore, in 
clear sight of the Spaniards, who were 
retreating before them. 


It is rumored that Gen. Pando has 


been called back from Santiago. 
His 


assistance seems to be necessary here, 
although there are several dozens of 
generals on the field. At Santiago, 
Gen. 
Pan do has done nothing but in- 


crease the Cuban forces with several 
hundreds of men from that city who 
did not care to trust themselves to his 
humane instincts. He is one of the 
most brutal and sanguinary of th' 
Spanish generals.

THE MONROE DOCTRINE 


In Another Form Balled by Denmark's 


Offer to Sell Her American Po>«e«»lon». 
CHICAGO, Dec. 31.—A 
Washington 


special says: 


Congress will be'given another op- 


portunity to purchase the islands of 
St. Thomas. Santa Cruz and St. John 
this winter. Denmark is prepared to 
sell them and at the next session of 
the Danish stothing a direct proposi- 
tion will probably be made to the 
United 
States 
to 
purchase. 
The 


authority for the above statement is 
Mr. Henrich Caviling, the editor ol 
the Politiken, Copenhagen, who was 
introduced around the capitol yester- 
day by Senator Nelson, of Minnesota. 


"Denmark is compelled to dispose of 


the islands,'' said Mr. Caviling. "Yon 
must be aware of the fact that she is a 
small country, with no large army or 
navy, and the expense of maintaining 
the governments on these 
islands 


reaches ?ir>0,000 a year. If your con- 
gress does not see fit to purchase they 
may be sold to Germany. Every im- 
portant European power, except (5er- 
many, has a harbor in the West Indies.' 
Hence the desif e of the German gov- 
ernment to secure control of St. 
Thomas, which has a harbor large 
enough to accommodate the navies of 
the whole world. 
' "The people of Denmark dislike the 
Germans and dont \vant our West ^In- 
dian possessions to pass under Ger- 
many's control; in fact, do not want 
any European power to secure posses- 
sion of them. 
A most liberal offer 


would be made to the United States to 
purchase at a comparatively small 
price, and it has been practically de- 
termined to either sell these islands or 
give them liberty. 


"Most of the residents of the islands 


are British immigrants. 
Their first 


move 
after 
securing independence 


would probably be to petition Great 
Britain for a protectorate. At this 
time, with the Venezuelan boundary 
dispute in such grave form, Cubun an- 
nexation very probable, and with the 
great Nicaraguan canal bnttding, it 
seems to me your congress would see 
its way clear to purchase. 
It was not 


so in 1888, when Denmark first made 
the offer, and it was not accepted." 


"Then you think the Cuban revolu- 


tionists will win?" 


"I think the defeat of Spain is not 


improbable.'' said Mr. Cavling. who 
has just arrived from Havana and a 
tour of the West Indies. "Revolution- 
ists may not win in the near future, 
but in time Will assert the independ- 
ence of the island and I find the con- 
servative thought of the island was in 
favor of annexation to the United 
States. A petition of annexation will 
undoubtedly be presented to 
the 


United States congress as soon as in- 
dependence has been asserted.

Here is what a London cor- 
respondent says about it: 


The tariff bill, witn its horizontal in- 


creabe of duties, may be hung up in the 
Senate or be vetood by the President, 
but eooaer or later the Treasury will be 
filled and national credit restored by 
legislation in line with that which for a 
generation after the civil war rendered 
American prosperity the marvel of the 
modern world. Far from being in the in- 
terest of England, this legislation will 
postpone indefinitely the triumph of free 
trade. So great a financial authority as 
the Economist admitted three weeks 
ago that the proper method of checking 
gold exports and averting disaster was 
to increase the revenues and convert the 
deficiency into a surplus. 
It is less 


outspoken now that the Republican 
House has taken a long step in that di- 
rection, but other journals recognize 
clearly the blow which textile and other 
British manufacturers will ultimately 
receive when the tariff is readjusted to 
the conditions of prosperity. 
Some- 


thing like a cold wave has already swept 
over Bradford, HuddersSeld, and Leeds, 
wherd the woolen trade with the United 
States has increased tenfold since the 
passage of the Wilson tariff. 
Indeed, 


Englishmen are already saying under 
their breath that the slump m American 
securities was a great misfortune for 
England, since it has opened the way 
lor something like retaliation in tariff 
fegislation.

•^FARMERS' INSTITUTE 


To be Held in Decatur January 


29 and 80,1896, at the 


Court House. 


The Macon County Farmers' Insti- 


tute was organized by the farmers on 
the board of uupervisors some weeks 
ago, and a week ago the officers then 
elected met and arranged a program and 
fixed the time for holding the first in- 
stitute on January 29 and 30, 18S6, and 
De^atur as the place. 


This ii a matter that concerns every 


farmer in Macon county, and every 
business man ae well, for no matter 
what prejudices may exist the fact 10- 
mains the prosperity of the producer 
and consumer are inalienable. When 
the business man and the manufacturer 
prospers the farmer prospers as well, and_ 
when the farmer ia prosperous the busi- 
ness world is also prosperous. 


This institute is provided for in the 


state law and many counties in thestato 
have long since organized institutes, 
have held meetings and have become 
enthusiastic in tbe work. Farming is a 
business an any other pursuit is if those 
in it make a business of it. In these in- 
stitutes queotions are discussed by able 
and practical farmers. Their experience 
and success in these open discussions 
furnish education for those who are in- 
experienced, and scarcely any farmer is 
acquainted with every brunch that be- 
longs to the farm. One man gives in- 
formation about raising horses, another 
knows about sheep, another about cattle, 
another about wheat, oats and corn, an- 
other about beans, another about hay 
another about pietures and fences, an- 
other about the value of truck patches 
and so on almost without end, and no 
farmer or business man can afford to 
miss such a school as these institutes 
can bo made to furnish. 


To insure a profitable institute the 


first one should be made a success aud 
everybody should do what he can to 
make it a success. In some parts of the 
state these institutes have been so far 
advanced that premiums have been 
offered for exhibits. For example the 
miller offers a premium for *ho best 
bushel of wheat, oats, cotn or rye, as 
the case may bo, and the grocer and the 
merchants offers premiums for the best 
pound of butter and so on, which proves 
an incentive to good farming and makes 
the affair interesting by creating com- 
petition. In this way the farn.er and 
the merchant can work together to the 
profit of each other. 


These things cannot all be arranged 


for the first meeting but everybody who 
is interested in the prosperity of Macon 
county should arrange to attend the 
meeting in January and give it a good 
start. There is no reason why Macon 
county should cot in a short time have 
the best farmer's institute in the state.

I sat. alone in my room one night, and 


thought; 1 might have said I sat alone 
..„,; "wroti1, but it would not be the 
* m(. thing, for writing is not neees- 
pariiv thinking- nowadays, whatever it 
inav'huvc lict-n in olden times; besides, 


n,V writing- was at an end before my 
tu'inknifi began. The time wasonethat 
has long impressed ine profoundly. 
The hour vps the one which separates 
ui"ht from morning-, the month the one 
which separates the old year from the 
new yi-ar. 
The poet Camoens, who 


wrote Portuguese and Spanish with 
pqual fucility and felicity, was wont to 


Kly, the biographers tell us, when he 
rrnployd both languages in writing 
the same poem, that he had one foot in 
Portugal and the other in Spain.. 
I 


am like Cameons, I thought, not be- 
cause I ;>m bi-lingual as he was, for my 
rloor mother tongue is. the only one I 
know, and that imperfectly, but be- 
cause my f«'Pt to-night are in two king- 
doms. 1 sat and mused a moment in 
the silence, and then continued, think- 
in IT aloud, as 7 sometimes do, I nm told. 
No. 1 am not like that great poet (peace 
to'his perturbed spirit!) but rather 
like the old Jioman god who was potent 
at this season, bi-fronted Janus. I Imd 
never quite understood the significance 
of the thought of which he was the 
symbol; 
but, sitting there 
on 
the 


threshold of night ajid morning, it. 
slowly dawned on me, and colored my 
meditations. 


My early recollections of New Year's-- 


were not connected with the little old 
town in which I was born, nor with any 
of the little old towns in which my boy- 
hood »as passed; for if my family and 
Ilie people about them cared more for 
.New Year's day than for any other in 
the year I did not discover that fact. 
Hut I suspect they did not, for the Mas- 
sachusetts of fin or 70 years ago had no 
holidays to speak of—only the Fourtliof 
July when rustic patriots assembled in 
halis mill churches to hear the declara- 
tion of independence read and the times 
that tried men's souls eulogized in long 
orations, and Thanksgiving, when the 
separated members of families reunited 
themselves in the old hornesteads,wher<- 
around the crowded table they satdown 
to the midday dinner and devoured the 
uiinuul turkey and the occasional mine*: 
jiie. Not in old, Puritan .Massachusetts', 
but in old. Dutch New York, did my 
first 
actual acquaintance with tin' 


New Year begin. It was late in the '30s 
or early in the MOs—precisely when it 
matu-rs not—and I was a lad of 15 or 
thereabouts; we were poor people, and 
consequently my knowledge of what 
was going on in the world was the 
i lijTiiu-st. 
I don't think I read the 


daily papers, and I know T didn't read 
the'mor.thly magazines, for I believe 
there v,ere, two or three then. My lit- 
eratuie was confined to my school 
luniks—to Malt* Brun's geography, to 
Colborn's arithmetic; I think it was 
Colhorn's. and to the grr.ianiar of Ooold 
Brown, that (jramtuaticpl Columbus 
who discovered the conrnon gender. 


Still, there are thingi that we learn 


without reading; things thatarein the 
air, as one may say, and one of them 
was the knowledge that New Year's 
v.as a general and generous holiday. 
I know it was a general one, for I did 
not ffo to school that day, nor did my 
stepfather go to work, and I knew it 
was a generous one when my mother 
sent me to the little corner store where 
Bhe purchased our groceries, for the 
grocer gave, me t\\ o or three cakes, 
oblong cakes, stamped with ornamental 
patterns, sprinkled with sugar and 
flavored with caraway seeds. I was so 
astonished at his liberality that I al- 
most forgot to thank him. While 
was remembering my manners a bevy 
of bens and girls entered, self-invited 
gii".sti, who wished tlu'ir host ahappj 
New Year, and were rewarded as I hat 
been. I have eaten angel cake since 
(but 
that w,is in Massachusetts) am 


have not relished it, for what is the 
augel cake of manhood in comparison 
\\ith the caraway cake of childhood" 
Nor was that all, for while we young 
Bters were enjoying our eatables our 
eiders were enjoying their drinkables 
For in ».Ve little store of whieh I am 
speaking, there was a hot stove where 
on there was a kettle, a vessel, an urn— 
I know not what, which boiled, ant 
steamed andsentoutaspirituousflavoi 
And around this stove and close to thi 
urn there was a group of men with 
tumblers in their hands, who 
wer<- 


emptying these tumblers as if the; 
liked" what they contained. What «rii 
they contain? I know not, but I thin 
tin:" royal houses of Bourbon and l!y 
had not yet successfully invaded th 
eastern states, which were stoutly de 
fended by their native sovereign. Hum.

assisted by his trusty vassals, 


sugar and lemons, nutmegs anil all- 
spice, stood up boldly among his thirsty 
Mibjects that cold day in the masque- 
rade of Hot Stuff. 


Such was the way in which the com- 


monalty of New York to which I be- 
lourred" celebrated the advent of the 
New Year. The gentry, as I learned 
later, celebrated it with decorum. His 
honor, the mayor, for example, held a 
levee in the forenoon at his room in the 
city hall, where he received his fellow 
citizens, high and low alike, with ur- 
banity, exchanged the compliments of 
the season with them, chatted a mo- 
irent with those whom he knew per- 
sonally, find, 
tempering hospitality 


with dignity, dismissed them with a

glass of Madeira and a stately bow. 
Lesser magnates, councilmen, alder-

less formality and more profusion. So 
the day sped. At night the theaters 
were crowded. Yankee Hill burlesque- 
ing the down caster at the Chatham, 
Forest enacting the noble red man, or 
the nobler Roman at the Bowery, while 
some wandering British star shot mad- 
ly from his sphere at the park. But 
the event of the night was the great 
charity ball for which scores of tailors 
and hundreds of dressmakers had plied 
their shears and scissors, their thread 
and needles, and thimbles day and 
night, and which had loomed for weeks 
before the imagination of the young, 
the fair and the rich, who on that happy 
occasion rivaled one another in splen- 
dor of apparel, affability of manner 
and determination to "dance all night, 
till broad daylight, and go home with 
the girls in the morning." 


When I emerged from my poor en • 


vironmcnts, or, as my Lord Lytton 
more logically expresses it, when I es- 
cape from the dungeon of my low es- 
tate, my knowledge of and familiarity 
with the merriment of the New Year 
increased; for, from being the mere 
spectator that I had been, I became at 
last an actor therein. Several years 
must be supposed to have elapsed before 
this good fortune came to me, and the 
scene to have shifted from the little 
corner store where I first met his jovial 
majesty, the New Year, to the comfort- 
able dwellings of certain friends whose 
acquaintance I had made in the in- 
terim, and to whom, accompanied by 
other friends, I made an annual pil- 
grimage. We were young fellows, most 
of us, and all good walkers, as we had 
need to be, since many of those shrints 
were far apart, not easily reached, a* 
they would be now by horse cars, elec- 
tric CUT'S or elevated roads, but shel- 
tered in the silent security of pleasant 
streets. We met in the forenoon in the

The War Feeling in Washington Has 


Cooled to the Freezing Point—Specu- 


lation About the Proposed 


New Bond Deal. 


CHICAOO, Dec. 31.—A special from 


Washington says: 


Interest in the Venezuelan matter 


Beems to have died out completely in 
Washington. 
Senator Lodge's mag- 


nificent speech on the Monroe doctrine 
and the bearing of the Venezuelan 
controversy upon it was delivered yes- 
terdav to half-empty galleries and a 
senate with two-thirds of the scats 
empty. The war feeling was cooled to 
a freezing point and the impression is 
daily strengthened that, evente are 
pointing more strongly than ever to an 
entirely 
peaceful 
solution 
of the 


trouble. 


Nothing definite has yet been learned 


about the bond deal, and statements 
as to the amount and the price the 
bonds will net the government are 
mere fcpeculation. It is very doubtful 
if these details have been agreed upon 
by the government and J. Pierpont 
Morgan, who represents intending 
purchasers.

ces. To the capitalist, more and more 
eai»er for the profitable employment of 
capital, the greenbacks seem to occupy 
a place in our currency which, if sur- 
rendered to bank notes, would mean 
fat profits for the capital of a new lit- 
ter of banking corporations. The out- 
cry now raised against greenbacks 
comes from the same source as the de- 
mand a short time ago for state bank 
notes, or for the adoption of the Balti- 
more plan. 


"A sincere secretary would admit 


the real destination of the borrowed 
gold and wdteld grant that a financial 
system with a hole knocked in it by 
the income tax decision, need not blush 
to confess failure. 
But instead of 


owning up that our revenue ib insuffi- 
cient and that we are meeting our ex- 
penses partly with borrowed money, 
Secretary Carlisle is abusing his high 
station by using the situation to dis- 
credit greenbacks in the minds of the 
people. In the eyes o-f honest, clear- 
seeing men. Secretary Carlisle's intel- 
lect is contemptible if he believes the 
fallacy he utters, while his character 
is despicable if he is knowingly de- 
ceiving the public."
